Vatican  Decree  Sets 
Marion  Year  Indulgences 


Increased  Attendance  Features  State 
Annual  Music  Festival  Held  Last  Week 


HOME  (RNS) —  Spiritual 
Ms  and  indulgences  to  be  gained 
bjr  the  faithful  during  das  Uhl 
Marian  Year  are  eootaiaad  to  a 
decree  issued  by  toe  Sacred  Apse 
tokc  Penitentiary  and  pub h toed  to 

Oeeervatore  •  Romano,  Yattoaa 

newspaper. 

According  to  toe  decree,  the 

special  indulgences  can  be  gained 
from  the  opening  to  the  Marian 
Year  on  Dec.  (,  the  feaat  to  toe 

laamaculate  Conception,  until  toe 
saaae  day  to  ISM. 

The  decree  states: 

(1)  A  plenary  indulgence  may 
be  gained  by  visiting  church- 
es  built  ia  honor  to  tbs  Virgin 
Mary,  or  mission  area  chapels 
dedicated  to  her,  oa  the  opening 
er  closing  day  of  the  Mitian  year, 
Christmas  Day,  the  Feasts  to  toe 
Annunciation,  Purification,  Sevan 
Dolors,  and  the  Assumption. 

(S)  A  plenary  indulgence  may 
be  gained  on  all  Saturdays  to  the 
Marian  Year  and  every  time  the 
faithful  take  part  in  collective  pil¬ 
grimages  to  ahrinee  and  sanc¬ 
tuaries  of  the  Blessed  Virgin. 

(S)  A  plenary  indulgence  may 
be  gained  under  the  usual  condi¬ 
tions  (Confession,  Communion  and 
prayers  for  the  intention  to  toe 
Pope)  for  those  attending  solemn 
ceremonies  in  hooor  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin.  If  those  taking  pari  to 
such  ceremonies  do  not  receive 
Confession  or  Communion  tost  at 
toaat  make  an  act  of  contrition 
they  shall  enjoy  a  partial  indul¬ 
gence  of  ten  years. 

(4)  The  faithful  whs  attend  M 
ms  Pontifical  Mass  oe  the  open- 1 
tog  and  closing  days  of  the  Marian 
year  also  will  be  granted  a  par¬ 
tial  indulgence  to  tea  years. 

<•)  All  altars  dedicated  to  toe ! 


Virgin  Ma|7  nr*  privileged.  (This 
means  that  a  plenary  indulgence 
lor  the  dead  may  be  gained  when 
Masses  art  celebrated  tor  them 
on  such  altars.) 

(•)  Individual  Catholics  who  vis¬ 
it  Marian  Shrines  er  sanctuaries 
to  which  pilgrims  come  from  far¬ 
away  countries  will  be  able  to  gain 
a  plenary  Indulgence  not  only  an 
Saturdays  but  a  toe  an  the  week¬ 
days  of  toe  Marian  Year. 

Aa  indulgence  is  the  remtoetea  to 
temporal  punishment  due  to  sto 
after  its  guflt  has  been  forgiven. 
A  plenary  indulgence  to  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  the  whole  debt  of  temporal 
punishment.  A  partial  indulgence 
remits  only  a  part  to  that  punito 
menL

NO  AUTHORIZATION. 

Neither  our  mission  boards,  aor 
our  seminaries,  are  authorized  to 
go  before  our  churches  with  spe¬ 
cial  appeals  lest  such  special  ap¬ 
peals  should  undermine  the  basic 
support  of  all  our  work.  The  ques¬ 
tion  we  raise  la  this.  Does  spy 
agency  have  the  tight  to  appeal 
for  funds  from  our  churches  and 
our  state  mission  boards  to  fi¬ 
nance  a  project  which  the  agency 
itself  la  not  witling  to  finance. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  fi¬ 
nancing  a  radio  program,  over¬ 
lapping  the  field  d  operation  ef 
the  Radio  and  Television  Commis¬ 
sion.  This  money  could  he  well 
spent  to  financing  evangelistic 


earth?  I  doubt  that  any  church 
can  truthfully  say.  “We  are  now 
doing  all  we  can.” 

Have  the  churches  who  have 
sent  their  paitors  an  these  cru¬ 
sades.  paying  their  expenses  to 
many  instances,  decreased-  their 
gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program 
as  a  result  of  their  added  mis¬ 
sionary  work  in  these' fields?  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  Dr.  Duncan  esnnot  find 
a  single  instance  where  such  a 
condition  exists.  We  do  know  ef 
several  of  these  churches  that 
have  increased  their  gifts  to  the 
work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board 
because  of  these  crusades.  Two 
we  mention,  the  Hunter  Street 
Baptist  Church  af  Birmingham, 
Alabama,  and  the  Norh  Ft. 
Worth  Baptist  Church  of  Ft.  Worth 
In  Texas.  These  two  churches  have 
been  led  by  their  pastors  to  sup¬ 
port,  through  regular  agencies  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
additional  work  in  (his  missloo 
field  ripe  and  waiting  fur  80  years 
of  wasting  harvest. 

May  the  Spirit  of  God  direct  our 
churches  everywhere  to  do  more 
and  more  for  the  cause  of  Christ 
everywhere.

$1,760,000  Budget 

/ROANOKE,  V*.  — <BP)—  Vir¬ 
ginia  Baptist!  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Baptist  General  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Virginia  adopted  a  $l ,760,- 
000  budget  for  1954.  The  recom¬ 
mendation  adopted  ia  as  follows: 
“We  recommend  that  aur  budget 
for  1064  be  $1,760,000;  that  our 
Operating  Budget  for  1064  be  $700,- 
000,  an  increase  of  $90,000  over 
1063;  and  that  our  Capital  Needs 
Budget  be  $360,000. 

“We  recommend  that  the  first 
$000,006  Cooperative  Program  dis¬ 
tributable  funds  be  divided  on  a 
60-50  basis;  then  the  dl vision1 
change  to  75  per  cenf 'Virginia- 
25  per  cent  convention- wide  until 
we  have  raised  onr  Operating 
Budget  of  $700,000  and  Capital 
Needs  Budget  of  $360,000;  then  all 
of  the  Cooperative  Program  dis¬ 
tributable  funds  will  be  divided  76 
per  cent  for  convention  -  wide  and 
25  per  cent  Virginia  tor  Advance 
Program."* 

The  association  also  approved 
federal  legislation  to  permit  par¬ 
lors  to  participate  in  Social  Se¬ 
curity  on  voluntary  basia.

MILITARY  CHURCH 
IS  OH  THE  MARCH 


WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (RNS)  The 
story  of  how  American  prisoners 
of  war  organised  and  conducted 
their  own  Christian  worship  ser¬ 
vices  in  dismal  North  Korean 
camp*  was  revealed  here  by  the 
Department  of  Defeane. 

The  Department  released  details 
of  the  activities  of  Staff  Sgt.  Leo 
E.  Cunningham  of  Portland,  Ore., 
who  as  a  prisoner  of  the  Com¬ 
munists  from  Sep.  15,  1*51,  to  Aug. 
28,  1953,  led  Christian  .  ork  in  the 
camp  near  the  Yalu  River,  where 
he  and  other  Americans  were  de¬ 
tained. 

At  first  services  were  held  se¬ 
cretly,  starting  in  1951,  Sgt.  Cun¬ 
ningham  reported,  with  the  men 
risking  severe  punishment,  and 
were  conducted  openly  with  the 
grudging  tolerance  of  Communist 
guards,  who  insisted  that  all  ser¬ 
mons  and  prayers  be  checked  for 
censorship  beforehand. 

The  men  had  nothing  but  a  worn 
New  Testament,  but  made  their 
own  hymn  books  containing  ten 
aoogs  that  they  wrote  down  from 
memory.  Included  were  “1  Need 
Thee  Every  Hour,”  “What  a  Friend 
We  Have  In  Jesus,”  ‘Sweet  Hour 
of  Prayer,”  and  ‘Jesus  Is  Tender¬ 
ly  Calling  The  Home.”

Recently,  I  have  visited  many 
sections  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  in  connection  with  the 
variohis  meetings  of  the  state  con¬ 
ventions,  and  noticed  an  alarm¬ 
ing  trend  which  might  he  the  fruit 
aa  well  aa  the  seed  for  a  further 
breakdown  hi  American  morality. 

1  am  referring  to  the  growing 
trend  for  the  grocery  stores  ia 
America  to  remain  open  an  Sun¬ 
day.  It  is  happening  here  in  Nash¬ 
ville,  Tennessee,  and  I  have  seen 
some  banners  across  the  stores 
an  over  the  West  advertising  the 
fact  that  the  stores  arc  open  on 
Sunday. 

Of  course,  the  stores  are  open 
on  Sunday  because  they  find  it  is 
good  business— and  much  ef  that 
business  is  Baptist  business.  '  A 
larger  per  cent  perhaps  comes 
from  families  where  Sunday  it  just 
‘‘another  day.” 

Three  suggestions  for  definite 
action  come  to  mind: 

1.  We  can  refrain  from  patronix 
big  grocery  stores  open  nn  Sun¬ 
day. 

2.  Wa  can  protest  te  those  who 
make  the  policy.
